1 . Applicant's arguments filed December 26, 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

2. In response to applicant's argument that "... the entire Soderberg reference fails to teach or suggest service extension, 

see page 11, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the claimed invention 
and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing 
the intended use, then it meets the claim. In this case, Soderberg teaches a system and method for upon receiving a request which 
inherently comprising a mandatory (must have) extension sen/ice (e.g., extended string) in order to identify the email requested, generates 
a redirect response indicating the email content has been moved to another location, without passing the redirect response back to the 
email client (col. 4: lines 60-67 and col. 8: lines 24-50. Thus it meets the claims. 

3. Similarly, in response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's Invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., similar services) are not clearly defined in the specification. The disclosure simply 
indicates, "more of fewer servers provide similar services. Server 121 , 122, 124 may execute in a single host...", see para 0025. Since 
"similar services" can be broadly defined as "services having the same characteristics/natures" and since Soderberg teaches email 
services can be provided by different senders, thus it meets the claims.
